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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on September 4, 2003, has been entered. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because in figure 23, numeral "16" does not correspond to 
page 48, line 14, which is reciting the numeral "1 16" as the pixel portion. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment 
of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

4. Claims 12-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the PCT 
Publication WO99/66370 (cited on Applicant's PTO-1449). It is noted that Nishi (U. S. Patent 
Application Publication No 2001/004297, cited on Applicant's PTO-1449) is in the same patent 
family, and will be used as a translation of PCT Publication WO99/66370). The PCT 
Publication WO99/66370 qualifies as prior art under 102(a), which is a better date than U. S. 
Patent Application Publication No 2001/004297. In Nishi (which is used as a translation of PCT 
Publication WO99/66370), paragraphs # 106 (lines 8-10), #113 (lines 6 and 7), 167(lines 11 and 
12), and #181 (lines 28 and 29), recite that the mask and the substrate move in synchronization. 
Pages 15-19, paragraphs # 176-196 discloses exposing overlapping portions of first and second 
patterns. As one example, figure 15 and paragraph # 178 discloses that the exposure light 
amount in the boundary region 235 is twice as great as the exposure light amount in the partial 
regions SI to SN. In order to make the exposure light amount in the boundary region 235 equal 
to that in the partial pattern regions SI to SN, when the pattern images of the master reticles Rl 
to RN are exposed to light, the exposure light amount of the overlapping portion is set smaller as 
approaching the periphery. As another example, paragraph #193 discloses lowering the 
exposure light amount as approaching the outer side when the images of patterns of the 
overlapping portions 253 and 254. Paragraph #196 discloses using speed to reduce images of 
the overlapping portions 253 and 254 to the exposed the boundary regions 261 A and 162A. The 
reticle blind is element 207 in figure 14.
